What is Western Canada going to provide? 


Are we going to allow our highways to be disfigured,—as they have 
heen south of the international boundary line,—by unsightly billboards and 


advertising devices of various kinds, 


defacing the landscape, obscuring the 


scenic beauties our country has to offer, ofttimes confused by drivers with 
the legitimate road directions, signs, and an eyesore to all? Governments and 
municipalities can, to a large extent, control the placing of such signs on the 


highway right-of-way, but individual 


property owners must co-operate by 


refusing permission for the erection of billboards and the plastering of 
signs on private property and buildings. 

Our cities, towns and villages should seek to make their respective 
ccinmunities attractive to the visitor, and special attention should be 
devoted to the approaches to the maiy roads leading into and out of each 


settlement. 


The smaller the place, the more important it is that the 


surroundings be right, because they are noted to a greater extent by visitors 


than is the case in larger centres. 


Community spirit and enterprise should find expression in having all 
places in which visitors are interested, and must visit, as, for example, 
hotels cafes, garages, post offices, as clean, neat and efficient as possible. 
Gasoline and oil companies are setting a good example in making filling 
stations attractive in appearance, especially in larger centres, with rest 
rooms, wash rooms, comfort stations, etc. They are out to give service. 


Other businesses may well emulate them.

The main highways through towns and villages should be clearly | 


marked, and the location of such utilities as the post office, the telephone 


exchange, telegraph office, auto camp, prominently indicated.

Rubber Overshoes For ’Planes 


Lace Over Wings and _ Prevent 
Formation Of Ice 

| Overshoes for aeroplanes—a new 

| method of keeping wings free of 

| deadly ice—were announced at Cor- 

| nell University, Ithaca, N.Y. 

They are a discovery in safer fly- 

|ing announced as a result of ‘‘suc- 

cessful tests” in the mid-west. 

The overshoes lace over the for- 
ward edge of the wing. They are a 
| thin layer of specially vulcanized 
| rubber exuding continually a color- 
less oil which is the secret of the 
| success, It is announced that the 
ice does not stick nor the oil “scrub 
off,” 

This slipperiness alone is insuffi- 
cient and so the overshoes have 
a@ small hose under their striking 
edge. A slight pulsation of pump 
driven air in this hose breaks the 
ice as it forms on the wing edge, and 
80 prevents air from pressing the 
forming ice fast against the wing.

Elevator Operators 
Must Accept Grain 


Storage Reservation Not Permitted 
Under Clause In New Act 


Elevator operators are compelled 


| to take in grain submitted to them 


by farmers when they have accom- 
modation for it under a clause in the 
new Grain Act, approved by the com- 
mittee on agriculture and coloniza- 
tion. They are not to be permitted 
to reserve storage space for custom- 
ers in advance; but must take in 
grain as it is offered as long as they 
have room. 

Discussion of this provision raised 
the question of the discretion of the 
elevator operator to refuse damp or 
smutty grain. Some members of the 
committee thought they should not 
be required to accept grain unsuit- 


‘able for storage, thereby tying up 


storage facilities and preyenting the 
movement of good grain. This ques- 
tion was left:to stand over until a 
section covering it could be prepared 
and submitted to the committee.

The trans-Atlantic speed record 
between the ports of Liverpool and 


Saint Juhn, was” broken recently 
by the arrival at the latter port of 
the Canadian Pacifie liner Duchess 
of York, after a crossing from 
Liverpool which took six days, 22 
hours and 14 minutes, According 


to local shipping men this is the 
first time in the history of the port 
that a crossing has been made in 
under seven days, 

Twelvo thousand pounds of Que- 
bee maple sugar and syrup were 
handled daily during the latter 
part of April by the Canadian Pa- 
cific Express Company to points 
overseas, the Prairie Provinces and 
Ottawa, corstituting what is claim- 
ed to be a record movement of this 
dainty. Outstde commercial uses, 
demand for this product arises on 
the part of iadividuals who make 
a practice of shipping it to rela- 
tives and frien Js in the Old Couatry 
and the west of Canada. 

Close on six raillion dollars were 
spent on New Brunswick roads 
during 1929, being reconstruction 
of 221 miles of main trunk high- 
ways and 1138 miles of secondary 
roads. This is regarded as the 
most extensive programme of high- 
way construction, improvement 
and maintenance ever undertaken 
in the Province. 


Snapped in Hyde Park, London,

After 15 years of seed planting, 
the experimental work of the Can- 
adian Government Department of 
Agriculture has developed sixteen 
varieties of apple trces suited to 
the climatic conditions of the 
prairie provinces. Of these varie- 
ties two have been graded “very 
good,” and four “good,” 


Tho first “Improved Sire Area” 
in Manitoba has been established 
in the municipality of Roland, ac. 
cording to announcement made by 
Albert Prefontaine, Minister of 
Agriculture of the province. Un- 
der this scheme all bulls, boars 
and rams must be inspected and 
approved before owners are per- 
mitted to retain them for service 
in the Area. 


Over $82,000,000 have been in- 
vested in manufacturing enter- 
prises in the province of Alberta 
and they are paying about $14,000,- 
000 yearly in salaries and wages 
to over 11,000 employees. A sim- 
ilar rapid development in indus- 
trialism in the sister provinces of 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan is to 
be noted. Combined, the three pro- 
vinces have now a yearly output of 
manufactured goods in the neigh- 
borhood of $325,000,000.

Nearly $28,000,000 was voted by 
the Ontario Legislature recently 
| for hydro-electric development 

work to be undertaken this year 
| in the province for the Ontario 

Hydro-Electric Commission, a pro- 
vincial governinent organization. 
Over $18,000,000 is to be spent on 
the extension of the Niagara hydro 
system, upon which many millions 
have already been spent to provide 
cheap electric power over a wide 
area of rural and urban territory. 


“There is a very large nmount 
of capital in England ready for in- 
vestment and it is felt in that 
country that it should go to Can- 
ada,” said Major L. A. Jones, eco- 
nomic editor of the London Morn- 
ing Post, who landed recently at 
Saint John from 8.S, Duchess of 
Atholl, on a trip to Canada for the 
purpose of fostering better econo- 
mic relations between the Domin- 
ion and the Motherland. 


Four new game refuges adding 
600 square miles to the existent 
640 square miles of game sanctu- 
aries in New Brunswick are to be 
established in that province for the 
purpose of preservation of the 
game supply, according to informa: 
tion given out by Hon. Charles D. 
Richards, Minister of Lands and 
Mines. 


Tish caught by commercial fish- 
ermen in Canadian waters last year 
had a value of about $55,000,000. 
Over 100 countries bought fish and 
fish products from the Dominion 
in 1929, valued at $38,000,000. More 
than 80,000 persons find employ- 
ment in Canada in the fishing in- 
dustry. 


The wild rose is now the floral 
emblem of the province of Alberta. 
The provincial parliament has en- 
acted the legislation making this 
flower which grows so profusely 
all over Alberta, the provincial 
symbol. Choice of the emblem 
was put up to the school children 
of Alberta and the wild rose cap- 
tured most votes, with the tiger 
lily next in favor. 


Homestead entries taxen out 
through the Dominion Land Office 
at Edmonton during the month of 
March last broke all records for 
that month’ with a total of 277 
homesteads and 19 soldier grants 
which compares with 230 home- 
stMis in March, 1928, the previous 
record March. 


Contrary to the general impres- 
sion, Canadian investments in the 
United States are greater, per capi- 
ta, than American investments in 
the Dominion. An official state- 
ment just issued shows that the 
average Canadian has $100 invest- 
ed in the United States and the 
average American about $29 in- 
vested in Canada.
